Friends of Mr Rehman, a 
former pupil of Castle High 
School, Dudley, placed 
dozens of floral tributes at 
the scene of the crash. Some 
appeared to be from rela¬ 
tives. 

Friend Jibran Rehman, 
aged 17, said: “Akky 
(Ahlack) was a good lad. He 
was loved by everyone he 
knew. He was about to start 
work at Tesco Express in 
Dudley. He was really 
looking forward to it. It’s so 
sad what happened.” 

Five teenagers, aged 
between 17 and 19, were 
arrested on suspicion of 
causing death by dangerous 
driving, and bailed.

Drama as 
builder digs 
up wartime 
explosive 

A BUILDER discovered a 
wartime bomb in the back 
garden of a Wednesbury 
property he was working on. 

The discovery ended in 
drama as the device was det¬ 
onated by experts. Residents 
nearby said they felt the 
force of the blast. 

Rajinder Gill was digging 
a drainage trench at the 
development on Myvod 
Road last Saturday when he 
found the device. 

The 44-year-old, who runs 
Gill Properties in Holyhead 
Road, West Bromwich, is 
turning the property into 
flats. He found the First 
World War device about 2ft 
below the surface. 

He said: “It was only when 
I pulled it out and saw the 
pointed end that we realised 
what it was. To be honest I 
was panicking. I phoned the 
police straight away.” 

Myvod Road was closed to 
traffic, and residents were 
told to stay in their homes 
and away from the windows. 

A bomb disposal team 
moved the device to playing 
fields at Stuart Bathhurst 
Catholic High School, where 
a controlled explosion was 
carried out.

“People with mental 
health problems are a vul¬ 
nerable group and we are 
working with NHS partners 
on different and more effec¬ 
tive ways to support them in 
the community so they con¬ 
tinue to receive the services 
they need.”

£ 500,000 
plan to cut 
congestion 
on the M6 

A £500,000 plan to cut 
delays at a busy M6 junction 
has been submitted to the 
Highways Agency. 

The roundabout under 
junction nine at Wednesbury 
would be upgraded with 
“intelligent” traffic lights 
under the scheme. The route 
is used by tens of thousands 
of drivers a day and a deci¬ 
sion on cash for the scheme 
is expected by the end of the 
year. 

The junction is the exit for 
Ikea and the Gallagher retail 
park. 

Walsall Council has sub¬ 
mitted a bid for funding. 

Under the scheme, special 
traffic lights would be fitted 
which respond automati¬ 
cally in peak periods to ease 
congestion. 

Sandwell Council’s trans¬ 
port chief Councillor Tom 
Ansell said: “The changes 
would mean the junction is 
able to fully utilise all avail¬ 
able capacity. 

“The work will involve 
installation of signal con¬ 
trollers, detectors and signal 
equipment.” 

It is expected these 
improvements will reduce 
congestion on the 
approaches to junction nine 
of the M6 during morning 
and evening peak periods. 

Walsall Council is expect¬ 
ing a funding decision from 
the Highways Agency in the 
near future. 

Proposal to 
slow traffic 

A £150,000 scheme to slow 
down traffic on West 
Bromwich estates will go 
ahead after a consultation 
on the plans has ended. 

Sandwell Council wants to 
carry out the scheme on the 
Yew Tree and Tamebridge 
estates. Work will include 
speed ramps, speed tables, 
kerbing and drainage in 
Greenside Way, Woodruff 
Way and Orchard Way. 

More then 1,000 residents 
were consulted, and only 
two objected. 

Councillor Ian Jones, 
cabinet member for neigh¬ 
bourhood services, said the 
plan would improve the 
environment in the area.

Cuts ‘put 
health 
services 
at risk' 

VITAL services to help 
people give up smoking, 
overcome obesity and tackle 
drug and alcohol problems 
are at risk from Govern¬ 
ment cash cuts, a Sandwell 
council chief and an MP are 
warning.

Fostering services are now 
adequate, says Ofsted team 


FOSTERING for hundreds of 
children in Sandwell has 
been assessed as adequate 
in the latest Ofsted inspec¬ 
tion. 

The grade, which is third in a four 
point scale, was one place higher 
than the inadequate rating the 
service received when it was 
inspected in 2010. 

Welcoming the news today, cabinet 
member for children and families 
Councillor Bob Badham said: 
“Ofsted inspections are much 
tougher these days, so I am pleased 
our improvements have been recog¬ 
nised. 

“We took action after a poor report 
on fostering 18 months ago and the 
service is now rated adequate. 

“There has been progress but our 
goal is to offer excellent children’s 
services, so clearly there is much 
more to do. 

“We will remain focused on 
improvements and have already 
made a number of changes to build 
on the momentum we have.” 

Leadership 

Inspectors assessed the service on 
July 27 this year and the results were 
published last week. 

At the time of the inspection, there 
were 337 foster carers and for 303 
places for children and young people. 

As well as the overall rating of ade¬ 
quate, the outcomes for children and 
young people, quality of service, safe¬ 
guarding and leadership were 
marked with the same grade. 

The report said: “The last inspec¬ 
tion found the service was inade¬ 
quate. The fostering service has 
strategically implemented action to 
proactively address the shortfalls.” 

It added: “The fostering service 
provides adequate outcomes for chil¬ 
dren and young people and quality of 
care. Children and young people 
form positive relationships with 
foster carers and their fostering 
household.” 

The council is on track to appoint 
an external partner to supply an 
interim Director of Children’s Serv¬ 
ices and a full package of support.

10,000 uninsured cars seized every year 


ALMOST 10,000 uninsured vehicles 
are seized by West Midlands Police 
each year. 

Officers are pulling in about 27 
vehicles every day because so many 
motorists are failing to pay annual 
premiums. 

Ettingshall, in Wolverhampton, 
has been identified as an uninsured 
hotspot. Innocent motorists are five 
times more likely to be hit by a 


driver without insurance there, 
than anywhere else in the country. 

Last week, officers crushed their 
millionth uninsured vehicle seized 
over the past 10 years, reducing the 
red Ford Fiesta to the size of a card¬ 
board box. 

The police recovered 9,974 vehi¬ 
cles last year compared to 8,683 the 
previous year. 

It is estimated that uninsured 


drivers cost legitimate motorists 
about £400m a year. 

Chief Inspector Chris Edwards, 
head of the force’s traffic unit, said: 
“There is often a strong correlation 
between those who are driving 
without insurance and those with 
criminal convictions. 

“All officers have the power to 
seize a vehicle for not having insur¬ 
ance and we’re out there 24 hours a 


day, seven days a week, looking for 
uninsured drivers.” 

In the West Midlands, some of the 
reasons cited by motorists for not 
having insurance include the cost, 
not understanding the law, and a 
belief that they will get away with it. 

Police scrap low-value cars while 
cars with a high re-sale value are 
auctioned. The money funds com¬ 
munity crime-fighting initiatives. 


More homes on cards 
at former factory site 


MORE homes could be built on the site of a 
former factory in Sandwell under new plans 
submitted by developers. 

Approval has already been given to build almost 110 
homes on the old Sampson Works site in Oldbury. 

Now plans for a further 19 properties have been lodged 
with planners at Sandwell 
Council. 

The landmark former 
industrial site had stood 
empty for years before origi¬ 
nal proposals to bring it back 
into use were approved in 
2010. 

Car parking is included in 
the plans. 

It is proposed that the new 
homes form part of the exist¬ 
ing Taylor Wimpey Cedar 
Drive development. 

Five plots will be for 
affordable housing, and will 
be made up of a range of two 
to four-bedroom homes with 
a mix of two and three- 
storey housing. 

Permission 

Developer Taylor Wimpey 
bought the Sampson Works 
site, Oldbury, from Kenmore 
Property Group. It followed 
the firm going into adminis¬ 
tration. 

The developer was given 
permission in 2010 to build 
108 homes on the 6.9 acre 
site at Rood End Road. 

The original development 
has seen a mixture of two- 
bed affordable housing, and 
three and four bedroom 
homes for families on a site 
next to West Smethwick 
Cemetery. 

Kenmore Property Group 
had initially bought the site 
in 2003 and had hoped to 
develop it as housing, with 
some affordable housing. 

It spent thousands relo¬ 
cating the previous tenant, a 
shop furniture maker, to 
new premises, but could not 
deliver the homes as it went 
into administration in 
November.

THE pioneering work of a 
formidable group of Cradley 
Heath women will be hon¬ 
oured at the Black Country 
Living Museum in Dudley 
next month through street 
performance and re-enact¬ 
ment. 

In 1910, the Women 
Chainmakers of Cradley 
Heath won a bitter dispute 
to establish the right to a fair 
wage. 

The employers and unions 
agreed to a minimum wage 
of two-and-a-half pence an 
hour - an amount which 
equalled a 150 per cent pay 
increase for the poorest 
workers. 

Black Country Living 
Museum hold the perform¬ 
ances on October 20. 

Chief executive Andrew 
Lovett said: “We are 
delighted once again to com¬ 
memorate the courageous 
actions of a group of women 
from Cradley Heath, who 
marched for better pay and 
shaped industrial relations 
in Britain. 

“The event focuses on the 
historic significance of the 
landmark victory which 
changed the lives of thou¬ 
sands of workers, who were 
earning starvation wages.”

He said: “We are still very 
much committed to making 
the lottery bid, and we have 
a team who are continuing 
to put together the applica¬ 
tion, but as we have this 
money available to us now, 
we have focused our atten¬ 
tion on this work. 

“We are in constant com¬ 
munication with the lottery 
about our application and 
expect to submit it next 
year.” 

He said this would be 
around six months later 
than they had anticipated. 

The lottery funding is 
expected to be used to 
demolish some of the 
modern annexes at the Hall 
Green Road venue, followed 
by a full renovation. They 
also hope to install new 
toilets as visitors now have 
to use the temporary facili¬ 
ties on site.

Stolen number plates are 
often used in the theft of 
petrol, robberies and some¬ 
times in more serious 
offences. 

Sandwell police are 
working with businesses 
and garages as part of Oper¬ 
ation Kadence, which aims 
to tackle number plate and 
fuel thefts in the borough. 


Former Baggies player died in crash 


A FORMER West Bromwich Albion 
reserves player died when he lost control of 
his new car while speeding round a bend, an 
inquest was told. 

Father-of-six Brian Haynes, who played 
for the Baggies in the 1950s, was behind the 
wheel of a Ford Mondeo which mounted the 
pavement and collided with bollards before 
overturning. 

The 77-year-old was one-and-a-half times 
over the drink-drive limit at the time and 
was exempt from wearing a seatbelt follow¬ 
ing a stomach operation. 


He was partially thrown from the car and 
suffered head and brain injuries. 

An inquest at Smethwick Council House 
last week heard that wearing a seatbelt 
might have saved him. 

Recording a verdict of accidental death, 
assistant deputy coroner Clive Loynes said 
it was a tragic loss. 

“While we can’t be absolutely sure what 
happened, it seems clear to me the cause of 
the collision was solely due to the driving of 
Mr Haynes, who chose to drive the car in 
excess of the speed limit,” he said. 


The inquest heard that Mr Haynes, of 
Railway Terrace in Wednesbury, had been 
doing up to 55mph in Holloway Bank, West 
Bromwich, when he lost control on a bend 
just after midnight on February 2. 

The speed limit on that stretch of road is 
30mph. 

Memory 

Pc Robin Smalley, said: “It’s likely that if 
Mr Haynes had been wearing a seatbelt he 
would have survived because he would not 
have been ejected.” 


Mr Haynes’s son, also called Brian 
Haynes, told the inquest his father had only 
bought the car earlier that day. He said his 
father had been starting to lose his memory 
and he was considering moving him to shel¬ 
tered accommodation. 

Speaking after the hearing, Mr Haynes 
described his father, who worked in the RAF 
after quitting Albion, as hard working. 

“He did not drink to excess,” he said. “He 
probably had two on the night and that 
pushed him over the limit.” 


New £llm leisure centre 
will be a town landmark 


WITH sweeping curves and modem lines, this 
is the £11 million leisure centre which, it is 
hoped, will help to transform West Bromwich. 

The development is being built on land on the corner of 
Moor Street and Barton Street. The land was once home to 
the Prince Albert and The Rising Sun pubs but the ageing 
venues were bulldozed to make way for the new centre. 

DC Leisure was appointed by Sandwell Council in July to 
1 drive forward its plans for 
the new development, which 
have now been submitted to 
the authority. 

As reported in last week’s 
Chronicle, the company has 
been chosen to design, build, 
run and maintain the town 
centre complex, due to open 
in summer 2014. 

And the complex will 
employ 25 full-time staff and 
120 part-timers. 

When finished, the 
scheme will include a four- 
court sports hall, a 25-meter 
six-lane swimming pool and 
a learner pool, along with a 
fitness suite and spinning 
studio. There will also be a 
multi-purpose studio, cafe 
and changing facilities. 

Community 

An adventure play area is 
planned for children and a 
moveable wall will be 
installed in the sports hall to 
allow it to be split and used 
for community events. 

The learner pool will have 
a moveable floor enabling 
the water depth to be 
changed. There will be a 
steam room and sauna at the 
pool. 

The architects plan to 
create a community space 
for people to meet and land¬ 
scape artists will work on 
the look of the area. 

There will be a 104-space 
car park and coach drop-off 
points. 

Sandwell’s jobs boss 
Councillor Derek Rowley 
said: “This is excellent news. 

To have 145 jobs is great 
for the area.” 


Moorings 
are boost 
to tourism 


NEW moorings on a Tipton 
canal have boosted tourism, 
canal chiefs have revealed. 

Tipton Community Asso¬ 
ciation bosses have said the 
five moorings on the Birm¬ 
ingham Old Mainline Canal 
have already been used by 
holiday makers and canal 
tour operators. 

The moorings will offi¬ 
cially open at Tipton Canal 
Festival on September 22. 

Association spokesman 
Malcolm Jones said: “We 
have had a couple of boat 
trips run by Birmingham 
Canal Navigations, come 
down and use them through 
May. And I have seen boats 
on them quite a bit. “ 

“I think local businesses 
have seen a difference. I 
think more people are stop¬ 
ping on the canal in Tipton 
because they can now see 
what facilities are available 
to them.

THE number of road accidents 
in Sandwell is the lowest since 
records began, according to 
latest figures. 

There were 529 injury accidents 
reported on the borough’s roads in 
2011, resulting in 752 casualties - 27 
per cent fewer than the year before. 

A council report says that of the 752 
casualties, 15 per cent - 116 people - 
were seriously injured, with 12 fatali¬ 
ties. 

In 1999, there were 1,522 casualties, 
and 213 of them were killed or seriously 
injured. There were 278 child casual¬ 
ties. 

A decade later in 2009, there were 
1,280 casualties, with 112 killed or seri¬ 
ously injured. And in that year there 
were 111 children hurt on the roads. 

Welcomed 

Borough safety boss, Councillor Ian 
Jones, has cautiously welcomed the new 
figures. 

He said: “I am pleased that the figures 
have come down. 

“However, I have a point of caution 
because the Government has cut the 
road safety budget nationally and the 
things we wanted to do we have not been 
able to do. 

“Whilst appreciating the figures have 
gone down, I know nationally they are 
starting to creep up. 

“Current data is not available yet, but 
the work that we have done previously 
has led to the reduction.”

Road pleas 
in dead end 

RESIDENTS of two Sandwell streets 
have submitted petitions calling for 
one-way systems. 

People in Salisbury Road, Smeth¬ 
wick and Hamstead Road, Great Barr 
want to tackle traffic congestion and 
to improve safety.

Security stepped up to combat 
yobs targeting vending machine 


BOSSES at a Sandwell leisure 
centre say new security 
measures are being put in 
place to combat thieves who 
have repeatedly targeted a 
vending machine. 

Yobs have broken into Tipton Sports 
Academy seven times in the past six 
months, causing thousands of pounds 
worth of damage on each occasion - but 
never escaping with more than small 


change. Now bosses have unveiled 
plans for extra CCTV( toughened glass 
and shutters at the premises to thwart 
the thieves. 

Catherine Barrett, the leisure 
centre’s marketing and communica¬ 
tions officer, said: “We are working 
closely with the police who are monitor¬ 
ing the situation. 

“Additional surveillance is now in 
place, along with extra security meas¬ 
ures. 

“Further enhanced security meas¬ 


ures are being looked at including shut¬ 
ters and toughened glass.” 

Of the seven recent attempts to break 
in to the Wednesbury Oak Road leisure 
centre, three have taken place in the 
past three weeks. 

In the latest raid last Sunday, three 
men smashed a rear window to get into 
the site off Wednesbury Oak Road. 

They stole about £10 in change from 
the vending machine and fled when the 
alarm went off. 

But the cost of replacing the broken 


doors and the smashed window will 
amount to around £2,000. 

Ms Barrett added: “That is money 
that would be better spent on providing 
leisure services for the people of 
Sandwell. 

“If anyone has any information that 
might help the police with their investi¬ 
gation, please contact Crimestoppers 
on 0800 555111.” 

Tipton Sgt Steph Court said: “We are 
determined to put an end to this.” 


Council sees 
link as a risk 

A FLAGSHIP partnership between 
Sandwell Council and BT has been 
flagged up as one of the biggest risks 
facing the authority. 

The partnership, which aims to 
revolutionise business in the 
borough, has been given a risk rating 
of red. 

It was revealed earlier this year 
that Adecco, which was handling 
recruitment for the phone giant at its 
new West Bromwich regional hub at 
Providence Place, received poor 
applicants for 300 jobs there. 

The council’s external auditors 
KPMG have reviewed the deal and 
council bosses are developing an 
action plan. The report will be con¬ 
sidered by the authority next week. 


Former coach 
gets into print

A FORMER West Bromwich Albion youth coach has written 
a book about his life and his search for the football stars of 
the future. Paul Gibbons, aged 58, has spent his life teach¬ 
ing youngsters the techniques of the beautiful game, and 
now he has penned his experiences in his own memoirs, 
called Gibbo - In My Life. 

Mr Gibson was born and brought up in West Bromwich 
and his family ran the The Corner House on Lombard 
Street which was also the base for the Baggies supporters 
club, before moving to the Watering Trough in Walsall. 

The former Blue Coat School pupil said he initially 
wanted to teach art, but soon found he was better at coach¬ 
ing football. 

His coaching career started at Walsall Football Club, 
before he moved to the Albion in 1984 to coach in the school 
of excellence. 

He said: “I was in charge of the youth 17 team, and 
coached the likes of Lee Hughes. In fact in my first year I 
had seven lads turn professional.

Hospitals' letters 
typed up abroad 

A BLACK Country MP has discovered that a number of 
NHS hospital trusts are sending consultants’ letters to be 
typed up in the Indian subcontinent. 

The letters are returned to the UK for printing, editing 
and signature. 

John Spellar, Warley MR made the discovery using the 
Freedom of Information Act. He has raised the outsourcing 
during business questions in the House of Commons. 

Mr Spellar said: “This Tory-led Government talks about 
how we need to encourage growth and jobs, but allows the 
NHS to outsource jobs to the Indian subcontinent. 

“Unemployment in the UK is at unacceptable levels. This 
is work that could easily be carried out in the UK, maintain¬ 
ing jobs and keeping opportunities for our young people.”

Buyer pays £15,000 for a 
piece of Baggies' history 


A 120-year-old piece of West 
Bromwich Albion history fetched 
£15,000 when it was sold to a 
mystery buyer in an auction. 

The leather ball from the 1892 FA Cup Final 
went under the hammer at Ludlow Racecourse 
with a starting price of £10,000. The price flew 
up to £13,000 and the ball was finally sold to a 
private collector for £15,000. 

The leather ball was used at the Kennington 
Oval in Lambeth - now the Oval Cricket Ground 
- in 1892 for the FA Cup Final between Albion 


and Aston Villa. Some 30,000 fans cheered on 
the two teams and Albion won 3-0. The 1892 
final was the first to be contested using nets 
attached to the goal posts. 

The ball was presented after the game to an 
Alderman Heelis by Baggies’ officials. 

He passed it on to Mr W. Richards, whose link 
to the club is not known, and the ball was passed 
down through generations of the family before 
going to auction last week. 

The ball was specially gilded, painted and fea¬ 
tures the inscription: “This ball was used in the 
final for the English Cup when the Albion 


defeated the Aston Villa three goals to nil.” 

A throstle was placed on top. The Baggies 
were originally known as the Throstles. 

The auction featured hundreds of items 
ranging from international caps to collections of 
programmes, but the ball was the highlight of 
the sale. 

Keith Hartwell, of Mullock’s Auctioneers, 
took the winning bid over the phone. 

He said: “The man who bought the ball is a 
private collector. Although the winning bid was 
£15,000, with a 21 per cent buyer’s premium 
this will rise to about £18,000.”

21 jobs set to be created 
at town's new £8m pool 


THE £8 million swimming pool 
which is taking shape in Tipton 
will create 21 jobs. 

Contractor Willmott Dixon is building the 
development at the junction of Alexandra 
Road and Thursfield Road. 

There will be 10 full and 11 part-time posi¬ 
tions. The news comes after DC Leisure said 
it would create 145 jobs at the £llm leisure 
centre being built in West Bromwich. 

Council leader Councillor Darren Cooper 
said it showed the authority’s borough-wide 
creation of new leisure facilities had a 


double advantage. He said: “What we are 
trying to do, despite diminishing resources, 
is to regenerate areas with useful buildings 
as well as creating jobs. 

“We are investing in much-wanted leisure 
facilities in Sandwell, looking after provi¬ 
sion for thousands of people for years, and 
we are creating at least 165 badly-needed 
jobs. 

“It just shows there’s a wealth of opportu¬ 
nity in Sandwell, despite cuts.” 

The new centre is already taking shape. It 
will eventually include a 25-metre six-lane 


main swimming pool, learner pool, gym, 
changing facilities, dance studio and com¬ 
munity space, as well as a landscaped urban 
piazza. 

It is scheduled to open in 2013 and will 
replace the Tipton Swimming Centre in 
Queens Road. The Tipton scheme is one of a 
number of similar schemes being developed 
in the borough. 

In West Bromwich, the operation will 
employ 25 full-time and 120 part-time staff. 
The long-awaited scheme will be located 
near the new £10m West Bromwich police 


station at the junction of Moor Street and 
Bromford Lane. 

A £15m site is also being proposed at the 
heart of Smethwick. 

The council plans to build the new 
modern facility in place of the Harry 
Mitchell Centre. It will replace Hadley 
Stadium, Smethwick Swimming Centre and 
Langley Baths, as well as the Harry Mitchell 
Centre. 

Meanwhile, plans are being drawn up for 
a new swimming pool complex in Wednes¬ 
bury to replace the ageing centre there.

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Negligence claims cost 
region's hospitals £32m 


NEGLIGENCE claims at the 
region’s hospital trusts, 
including Sandwell, cost 
more than £32 million in 12 
months, according to new 
figures. 

Payouts covered damages and legal 
costs, according to the statistics 
released by the NHS Litigation 
Authority. 

Hospital bosses said they took 
claims seriously and regularly 
reviewed procedures. 

The highest bill was at Walsall 
Healthcare NHS Trust, which runs 
Walsall Manor Hospital. The total paid 
out in 2011-12 was £10.6m. Just under 
£9m of the total amount was for Rep-

damages and £1.15m was paid for 
patients’ legal fees. 

At Dudley Group of Hospitals there 
was a £6.9m bill for the period, while at 
Sandwell & West Birmingham Hospi¬ 
tals NHS Trust the cost of claims was 
£5.3m. At Royal Wolverhampton Trust 
it was £3.7m. 

At Worcestershire Acute Hospitals 
Trust, which runs Kidderminster Hos¬ 
pital, the cost of claims was £3.49m and 
at Mid Staffordshire, the bill was 
£3.45m. 

Stuart French, spokesman for 
Sandwell & West Birmingham NHS 
Trust, said: “We proactively review any 
untoward incidents, and try to reach 


understanding and agreement with 
aggrieved parties without the need for 
court action. 

“Learning lessons from when things 
go wrong is fundamental in allowing us 
to continue to deliver safe services.” 

Penny Venables, chief executive of 
the Worcestershire Trust, said more 
than 2,000 people were treated every 
day but there were fewer than two 
complaints a day. 

Experience 

She added: “That is a testimony to 
how seriously, and how well, our staff 
take patient care, safety and experi¬ 
ence.” 

The amounts are final compensation 
payments which result from incidents 
over a number of years. 


Couple appeal

A COUPLE say their lives are being 
blighted by an overgrown strip of land near 
their West Bromwich home. 

Roger and Suzanne Simcox cannot see out 
of their kitchen window because the shrubs 
are blocking their view.

Sandwell Council has cleared up the space 
in the past but said they would investigate 
who owns the land, which has become a 
magnet for flytipping.

Murder, Italian style

Inspector Montalbano: 

Collection Two (15) 

A SUNNY alternative to all those cold and dark 
Scandinavian crime thrillers, this Italian series was 
originally shown on BBC Four (the latest series is on 
now) and features Luca Zingaretti as the laid-back 
Sicilian detective. He does his best to solve murder 
mysteries whilst deflecting political manoeuvring 
from above and malign Mafia influences from below. 

The collection includes six episodes on three discs 
and is subtitled, which would probably be a good 
thing even if you can speak Italian as all the charac¬ 
ters seem to talk as if on fast-forward. 

Borgia (15) 

Not to be confused with The Borgias epic currently 
being shown by Sky, this is an equally glossy but less 
soapy telling of the rise to power of one family in Ren¬ 
aissance Italy. 

Subtitled Faith And Fear, this European produc¬ 
tion lacks big names but looks very good and rips 
through the family story with lots of (restrained) vio¬ 
lence and depravity as the Borgias murder their way 
to the top, which in the 15th century meant the title 
of Pope. 

The four DVD boxset features all 13 episodes of 
Oliver Hirschbiegel’s mini-series.

This 50-year-old wife and mother, 
after despatching her teenaged twins 
to university, chucks tomato soup all 
over the chair she has spent two years 
embroidering and takes to her bed... for 
a year. 

It soon turns out that this is more 
than a mere midlife crisis or even a 
nervous breakdown, as Eva’s determi¬ 
nation to stay on the sheets confounds 
her family and turns her into a 
celebrity. 

Eva’s dramatic way of reappraising 
her life allows Townsend to wittily 
point out the absurdities in modern 
suburban life. 

This is a novel to provoke many wry 
smiles rather than belly laughs.

LEISURE chiefs insist that short¬ 
term inconvenience caused by 
work to re-open contaminated 
playing fields in Walsall will be 
worthwhile in the long run. 

The six-week scheme to bring Broadway 
West Playing Fields back into use for ball 
games is being carried out this month.

Family matters are set 
to complicate events 


T he First World War is over, Sybil 
is pregnant with her first child 
and Mary is about to marry 
Matthew. 

So, as we enter 1920, everything is 
well in the Crawley family’s world, 
right? 

Well, not exactly - after all, this is a 
TV drama, so misery, scandal, back¬ 
biting, chaos and tragedy can only be 
just around the corner. 

Certainly life at Downton Abbey 
may never be the same again - 
Bates remains in jail after being 
wrongly convicted of his wife’s 
murder, and butler Carson is 
struggling to find the ‘right’ kind of 
person to join the staff; it seems that 
the war has changed everything and 
people are no longer happy to spend 
their lives waiting hand and foot on 
wealthy aristocrats, not when they 
may have a chance to make 
something of themselves. 

Of course the biggest news from 
this third series is that Oscar-winning 
Hollywood megastar Shirley MacLaine 
is joining the cast as Cora’s 
redoubtable mother, Martha Levinson, 
who makes the journey across the 


Atlantic for the big Crawley wedding. 

“In those days the American women 
who had money were looking for titles, 
and the titled men were looking for 
American money,” explains MacLaine. 
“So Martha fits the bill of the American 
matriarch who lands across the pond 
with money. And they expect her to 
finance whatever’s wrong with 
Downton Abbey.” 

The actress, whose previous 
projects include such massive 
cinematic hits as Sweet Charity, 

Terms of Endearment, The Apartment 
and Steel Magnolias, will only be 
appearing in a handful of episodes, 
but is sure that her character will live 
long in the memory. 

“She is extremely outspoken. 
Martha’s basic role in these episodes 
is to plead with the Dowager 
Countess to wrest herself, if possible, 
away from tradition, because that’s 
what caused the war in the first place, 
and to become more flexible in 
relating to change.” 

What viewers are looking forward to 
is seeing MacLaine and Maggie Smith 
(who plays the Dowager Countess), 
lock horns on screen - after all, they 


are two of the acting game’s most 
formidable, experienced and talented 
women. 

But MacLaine lets us down slightly 
by claiming there won’t be fireworks 
between them: ‘The gunfight at the OK 
Corral does not happen between 
Maggie and me. We do a little sparring, 
we have our moments, but it’s more 
sophisticated than that. Martha is not 
just a crass, cranky American coming 
in there to call a spade a spade. She’s 
very smart and to a large extent 
sensitive as to what’s going on with all 
her daughter’s children. 

‘And Maggie’s character is so well 
established, but you have to look 
beyond what is her expected reaction 
to Martha. The Dowager Countess is 
a human being who has complications 
and a past of some pain that Martha 
understands - and to some extent 
addresses herself to.” 

MacLaine does, however, admit that 
she had a grand old time, and 
especially enjoyed filming at Highclere 
Castle, which doubles as Downton. 

She’s also sure we’re going to enjoy 
watching her character in action - 
and, frankly, we can’t wait to see her.

MONDAY 

Paul O’Grady: For the Love of Dogs 
ITV1, 8pm 

Like Animal Hospital before it, this show tugs on 
the heartstrings with more skill than a seasoned 
cellist, but it’s Paul O’Grady’s quick wit and 
no-nonsense approach that makes it more than 
just an attempt to grab ratings. Once more POG 
is working with the canines at the world famous 
Battersea Dogs & Cats Home, and has his hands 
full when a behaviourist enlists him to work with 
a Rottweiler-bull mastiff cross with a fear of men. 
(Maybe Paul should adopt the guise of former 
alias Lily Savage). Plus, clinic workers attempt to 
find a home for two dogs that have developed a 
close friendship, and the centre receives a visit 
from model and centre ambassador David 
Gandy. 

TUESDAY 

Derren Brown: Svengali 
Channel 4, 9pm 

He’s back. Channel 4’s favourite illusionist who has 
spent the past decade fronting shows such as 
Miracles for Sale, Derren Brown: Mind Control, and 
Messiah. A few months ago DB took his award¬ 
winning show to Nottingham’s Theatre Royal, 
where he attempted to extract secret confessions 
from the audience, played unforgettable mind 
games and revealed the wonder of Svengali - an 
automaton allegedly created in the image of its 
owner’s dead son. Was it used in early Victorian 
magic shows, or is it another of Brown’s eerie 
games? Tune in to this unnerving gig and make up 
your own mind. 


The Rob Brydon Show

It may have been in the pipeline for five years but a 
film version of classic cops and robbers saga The 
Sweeney has finally made it onto the big screen 
after a few false starts. Star Ray Winstone is doing 
his best to ensure everybody knows about it, so, 
aside from plugging the movie, he attempts to 
teach Rob how to act tough. Also this week, Brian 
Cox will be discussing his efforts to make science 
accessible for everyone. And as this series often 
seems like just an excuse for Rob Brydon to have 
a singalong with some of his celebrity mates, he’ll 
no doubt jump at the chance to share the musical 
spotlight with Stereophonies singer Kelly Jones.

The tale of Charmian 
Biggs, wife of the notorious Ronnie, 
has been enthralling so far, and it 
takes more twists and turns here. 

After having an affair and an 
abortion, Charmian helps plan 
Ronnie’s escape and the family 
relocate to Australia. She falls 
pregnant again with their third son, 
and life seems to be getting back 
on track - until events back 
home suggest the police 


haven’t given up hope of finding the Biggs’ just yet. 
Sheridan Smith and Danny Mays star.

Now the final 
part of the tale based on Ford Madox Ford’s quartet 
of novels sees Christopher sent to the front line of 
the First World War with McKechnie and Perowne, 
while Valentine waits for news from him. And Sylvia 
makes a final desperate bid to win back his love. 

Being Liverpool 
Channel 5, 9pm 

It’s been a difficult summer for Liverpool. Kop 
favourite Kenny Dalglish left the club for a second 
time, and Brendan Rogers was poached from 
Swansea City. Sadly the first few games of the new 
season haven’t exactly gone to plan - with some 
fans pinpointing the club’s inability to sign a new 
striker at the heart of the team’s problems. So, 
with turmoil on and off the pitch, this new, six-part 
series should prove fascinating. Filming began just 
days after Liverpool’s defeat to Chelsea in the FA 
Cup final, and cameras have been allowed full 
access to all aspects of the club and players.

Vends shift in first car ownership 



MANY young motorists now rely 
on their parents to fork out for 
their first car, according to a 
survey. 

In the 1960s, around 80 per cent of first¬ 
time car owners funded their purchase 
themselves, according to the poll by insur¬ 
ance company Aviva. 

But now around a third of first cars are 
paid for by someone else, most likely by 


mothers and fathers or other family 
members. The recent reliance on the bank 
of mum and dad comes despite the fact that 
the average age to buy a first car is now 25, 
compared with 21 in the 1960s. 

But today’s drivers are much more likely 
(26 per cent) to have a new car as their first 
motor than in the 1960s (eight per cent), 
when nearly everyone cut their motoring 
teeth on secondhand models. In the 1960s, 
only six per cent of first-time car owners 


had their motor insurance paid for by 
someone else, while now the figure is as 
high as 21 per cent. 

The poll also showed that the most 
popular first car of the last 50 years was the 
Ford Escort, followed by the Ford Fiesta, 
Ford Anglia and Vauxhall Corsa. 

Aviva marketing director Heather 
Smith says: “Owning a first car is a fantas¬ 
tic milestone of independence and whether 
it’s a much-loved treasure or a shiny new

The new Toyota Auris has seen major changes, including body styling and the car’s interior 

New-look Toyota to be 
unveiled at Paris show 


TOYOTA will give the new 
Auris its first public appear¬ 
ance at the Paris Motor Show. 

The most obvious change is the 
updated styling, including Toyota’s 
new ‘face’ and more angular rear 
lights, which look very much like the 
units on the Hyundai i30. 

The Auris has come in for criticism 
over its life but the new model aims to 
change that with a much-improved 
interior, sharper styling and a more 
cleverly packaged interior. 

A Toyota insider was quoted as 
saying the new model’s interior look, 
feel and outright quality is a ‘quantum 


leap’ ahead of the outgoing one. 

To make the new cabin feel much 
more upmarket than before, Toyota 
has paid special attention to the 
‘sensory quality’ of the cabin and has 
worked in tiny detail to achieve a sense 
of visual unity by using consistent 
lighting, colours and finishes. 

Full hybrid, diesel and petrol ver¬ 
sions of the Derbyshire-built car will be 
produced, with the spread of the range 
expected to be broadly similar to the 
current line-up. Expect a choice includ¬ 
ing a 1.4-litre diesel, a 1.3-litre petrol 
and a 1.6-litre petrol. 

Weight management has been a key 
part of Toyota’s development of the 


Auris, and unnecessary bulk has been 
cut out at every chance to reduce the 
car’s weight by around 40kg depending 
on the model. 

To enhance efficiency, special atten¬ 
tion has been paid to aerodynamics. 

A 55mm reduction in the height of 
the all-new bodyshell helps achieve a 
low drag coefficient of 0.28; excellent 
for the class and down from 0.29 for the 
Auris it replaces. 

On-sale dates, UK prices and full 
specifications will be released at an as- 
yet unspecified date after the Paris 
show.

IF all those numbers finally come up and the 
lottery winnings are secure in the bank 
account, one of the first things most people 
would look to do would be buy a new car. 

What about suggesting a car for every day of the week 
because it does appear that this is now possible with the 
latest incarnation of the Mini Series, writes Bob Hickman. 

The new Mini Roadster isn’t just a convertible, because 
Mini already has a four-seater convertible. No, the new Mini 
Cooper cabriolet is based on the coupe version but it now 
has the benefit of a soft top which can be stored away for 
open-top motoring. 

This, however, is where convention changes in that this 
Mini is a pure two-seater, it has lost the two back seats. 
There isn’t even space to put a small child behind the seat, 
you may be lucky to put a coat or a jumper but that is about 
it. This is competition for, dare I say it, the ubiquitous 
Mazda MX-5, even the Audi TT, or other pure two-seater 
small cars. 

Mini has attempted to change the looks of this vehicle to 
tempt more buyers. After all, when you already have a Mini 
convertible, you need something slightly different to make 
people change, and it does have a more stylish look. The roof 
is lower and the front windscreen is extremely rakish. One 
big advantage this new vehicle has over its sibling is the fact 
that it has a very useable boot. 

To lower the cabriolet roof you unclip a catch at the front 
and lift it up and then an electric motor takes it away. This 
could be an issue for some people. My wife, who is not the 
strongest of people, had difficulty twisting the mechanism 
and certainly more difficulty pushing the mechanism up 
before the electrics took over. That said, once the roof was 
stored it was a delightful vehicle to drive and to appreciate 
the joys of open-top motoring. 

Blind spots 

I was not keen on the roof-up driving mode, there are an 
enormous amount of blind spots at the rear, made worse 
because you don’t have the two rear side windows that the 
four-seater convertible has. However, with the aid of rear 
parking sensors and time to adapt and be careful when 
reversing, I suppose I could live with this. 

The new cabriolet is available with three petrol engines 
with a choice of either 121bhp, or 181bhp in the Cooper S 
which was my test vehicle. This has an alleged top speed of 
141mph and a C02 emissions figure of 139g/km so it is 
never going to be in the cheap tax bracket. There is also the 
fire-breathing 208bhp in the John Cooper Works Special. 
There will be a two-litre diesel available, but I suspect the 
Cooper S will be one of the best sellers and it is quite easy to 
understand why. 

The power and the joy of driving this vehicle heralds a 
return to the days of the hot-hatch, it really is a rewarding 
vehicle, certainly the gear ratios are perfect and the vehicle 
eagerly leapt forward no matter which gear was chosen. 

But the chassis is extremely taut and on anything other 
than a reasonably good surface you feel the jolts and jars. It 
is a very firm ride and I don’t really understand why, I have 
been in thousands of vehicles that handle superbly without 
this taut, tight suspension. 

The driving dynamics are superb, think go-kart if you 
have ever had the privilege of taking one round the track 
and you begin to appreciate what the little Mini is like. It 
holds the road extremely well and at all times the steering 
was rewarding. 

There is some bluster and wind noise when the roof is in 
the down mode, but that is part of the joy of open-top motor¬ 
ing. 

From an interior point of view the dashboard is what you 
expect on a Mini. The huge dial in the middle has creeping 
graphics that sneak around telling you how fast you are 
going. I love the interior lights that give an ambient feel and 
change colour as you are meandering along your way. 

I do not like the switchgear on Minis, I never have done. 
There is a plethora of ‘toggle switches’ and you need to put 
on your glasses to see what each one does -they are over 
complicated. 

Out of the two options, the coupe or the convertible, I 
prefer the convertible. I always think that the coupe looks 
as if it should be a tin-top convertible, it looks squat whereas 
this little two-seater Roadster is a gem, and with prices 
starting at £18,020 I am convinced that yet another Mini 
success story is being written.

Stimpson was overlooked 
by Team GB for the women’s 
triathlon at the Olympics as 
Helen Jenkins, Lucy Hall 
and Vicky Holland were 
selected but failed to claim a 
medal. 

She will now look to 
defend her title at the Virgin 
London Triathlon on 
Sunday, September 23.
